Your Reading Ought To Strengthen You Spiritually 


Frank Sheed, publisher, author and lecturer, ad- 
dressing a Fort Wayne audience on Sunday evening, 
March 1, 1953, spoke on the subject “The War of 
Minds,” and taught, with considerable conviction, 
what I have been telling you for the last 28 years, 
namely, that you are not justified in reading secular 
papers and magazines unless you also—every week, 
if not every day—spend some time reading things of 
a religious or spiritual nature. 

Mr. Sheed pointed out that the vast majority of 
people, whom he termed “the soggy mass,” will not 
take the trouble to read anything that enlightens 
them on the momentous matters and provides them 
with weapons with which to fight this “War of 
Minds.” He noted that the generality of people when 
they are not actually at work, must be at amuse- 
ments, at the movies, or playing cards, or reading 
detective or mushie stories which do not give the 
slightest exercise for the muscles of the mind. You 
<9 that this is all too true, probably even of your- 
self.

“lift up our hearts.” We must have our attention di- 
rected towards the goal of our life—namely, eternity. 
That would suggest that part of our reading each day 
-—if only ten minutes of it—should be devoted te the 
reading of spiritual books. Our mind is seated in our 
soul which is a spirit, and a spirit must be fed on 
spiritual foods, and not on trashy reading, and, what 
is worse, on the kind of reading which appears in 
most story magazines. 


The evil of unwholesome literature is command- 
ing the attention of our nation today as never before. 
Even parents who have no religion and who, there- 
fore, do not oppose such magazines and pocketbooks 
(and even one hundred or more Comics) because of 
the harm done to their souls, are crusading against 
this literature because of the harm it is doing to their 
children—destroying their moral sense, and forcing 
them into delinquency. 


If I have urged you so frequently not only to 


receive Our Sunday Visitor but to read its instructive 
articles, it is because I, as editor of a national paper, 


_ have had the opportunity to see how much good this 


little paper does in homes where it is read. 

Mr. Sheed spoke on the inability of Catholics to 
defend their faith, even if they will have majored in 
religion in school. This is due to the fact that as ele- 
mentary school children they memorized answers 
which they did not fully understand, and these things 
have been lost from their memory since. That is why, 
as adults, they must review these things with their 
better developed minds. They can learn without any 
difficulty, because the Catholic religion is so logical. 

If the Protestant quotes Scripture to you, you 
can stump him by merely asking him to prove that 
what he is quoting is divinely revealed. He cannot, 
in any other way, than by saying, in effect, “The 
Catholic Church said so.” But, on the other hand, his 
church is supposed to reject the authority of the 
Catholic Church. If Catholics asked the questions in- 
stead of letting the non-Catholic ask them, they 
would find that they could do the stumping.

T has been admitted by the greatest educators through the 

centuries—including infidels—that both the personality and 
mind of Christ have never had an equal, yet He is the only char- 
acter which may not be extolled in our public schools. As the

come His adopted children by baptism.’ 

This means that besides imparting to the child the same 
secular knowledge it receives in the public schools, the parochial 


school aims at rearing the child as a child of God 
It is seldom taken into account that more than 600.000.0060 


among the 800.000,000 people who inhabit the most civilized na- 
tions believe that man has an eternal, supernatural destiny, 
knowledge of which, and the means to obtain which. are of ever- 
lasting importance.

Is separation ever allowable’ 
There is an old saying that “You 
can marry the devil but you don't 
have to live with him.” 


Separation is a serious matter 
it puts both parties in danger of 
mortal sin Marriage builds up 
strong sexual habits in both par 
tes and they become accustomed 
to prompt and easy relief. Separat 


ed. the married partners have no 
access to that relief The only 
relief open to them would be 
mortally sinful Hence it is mor 
tally sinful to walk out on one’s 
married partner without his or 
her consent.
